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Given the need to display unlike and non-sequential items which are contained in a 
database, an algorithm was designed that creates a Control ID that identifies the order in 
which the unlike items should be displayed. 

The control ID is a binary number representing all possible combinations of empty fields 
in a given recordset.

This allows a grouping to be built that is displayed in a finite order 5x>m the unlike 
selections. 

Thus, the progression from item 1 to item 8 can be calculated in advance allowing the 
empty fields to be transparent to the end user.
